LEGISLATIVE RESOLUTION 136

Introduced by Erdman, 47; Dierks, 40;

PURPOSE: The purpose of this study is to examine means of
stimulating expansion of the biodiesel fuel industry in Nebraska.
The study shall specifically examine the potential for utilization
of production incentives for that purpose as proposed in LB 626,
One Hundredth Legislature, First Session. The study shall also
examine means by which the State of Nebraska may encourage and
facilitate technology transfer and commercialization of innovative
biodiesel conversion technologies and systems that increase
the conversion efficiency and net energy balance of biodiesel
production and enable the utilization of feedstocks that offer
renewable energy solutions with minimal impact to food security.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE
HUNDREDTH LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, FIRST SESSION:

1. That the Agriculture Committee of the Legislature
shall be designated to conduct an interim study to carry out the
purposes of this resolution.

2. That the committee shall upon the conclusion of
its study make a report of its findings, together with its

recommendations, to the Legislative Council or Legislature.
